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King's College was founded by Henry VI. in 1441 for 
students, enlarged in 1443 as a College for 1 Etonians, and 
was reserved to their use until quite recently. Its great 
glory is the beautiful Chapel, a magnificent building 
commenced by Henry VI. in 1446 .but not completed until 
1533. The old College Gateway shown in the picture is 
situated in Trinity Lane, and now forms the entrance to 
the Library.
